Saskatchewan Gains Millions 


Yearly Under 


REGINA, (CP)— A gain of 
$3,800,000 annually under a new tax 
agreement with the federal govern- 
ment, replacing the existing war- 
time contract made in 1942, was 


announced Tuesday night by C. M. | 


Fines, provincial treasurer. 

Mr. Fines said the new agree- 
ment, which will go into effect 
April 1 if approved by: the pro- 
vincial legislature, provides for 
Saskatchewan giving up for five 
years fields of income and cor- 
poration taxes and succession 
duties im return for a $15 per 
capita annual subsidy. 

The difference between the war- 
time pact and new tax agreements 
is $5,600,000, Mr. Fines said, but 


oe this amount Saskatchewan would 
é 


e 


ose $600,000 annually, which it pre- 
viously collected in succession duties. 
In addition, the province will pay 
$1,200,000 annually for seed and 
relief advances received during the 
1930's. This leaves an annual gain 
of $3,800,000. 
Liquidate Some Debt 

Mr, Fines also announced liquida- 
tion of about $44,000,000 of Sas- 
katchewan’s $80,000,000 treasury bill 
debt to the dominion as part of 
the agreement. The debt was made 
up to $61,300,000 in treasury bills 
for ‘advances in relief; $5,700,000 
interest; and $13,400,000 advanced 
to enable the province to meet debt 
maturities in 1931, 

Se.tiement of the debt includes 
reduction of the $61,300,000 debt by 
60 pricent, the balance to be paia 
in equal annual installments over 
the next 30 years without interest; 
deduction of $8,000,000 in the awara 
for natural resources (set by a 
royal commission in 1935) 
tion from the $13,400,000 debt mat- 
ities loan, leaving $5,400,000 of 
reasury bills to be paid off in equal 
installments for 30 years at 2% 
percent; and cancellation of the 
$5,700,000 on relief loans. 

Reduced to $36,000,000 

Mr. Fines said the province's in- 
debtedness would thus be reduced 
to $36,000,000, on which the annual 
payment would be “just ovet 
$1,200,000.” ‘ 

If the legislature ratifies the 
agreement, it will mean a new five 
percent corporate tax will be col- 
lected for the province by the dom- 
inion. This would mean no increase 
in the over-all tax,

They became apparent despite a

Mr. Molotov also raised one new

OTTAWA. The Saskatchewan re- 
lief debt settlement announced by 
Finance Minister Ilsley Tuesday 
night offers prospect of cancellation 
of about $19,000,000 of similar re- 
lief debts in three other western 
provinces. 

Under the dominion-Saskat- 
chewan formula, one-half of that 
province's treasury bill debt to the 
dominion incurred specifically for 
relief purposes during the depres- 
sion will be cancelled. The remain- 
ing half is to be paid off in equal 
annual installments over the next 
30 years, without interest. This “no 
interest” feature naturally en- 
hances the value of the proposed 
settlement. 

Roughly half of the treasury bill 
indebtedness of British Columbia, 
Alberta and Manitoba, owed to the 
dominion, was in each case in- 
curred for relief. Thus British 
stands to have some 
$8,500,000 treasury bill debts can- 
celled out of a total of $34,000 000; 
Alberta $5,000,000 out of $20,000,000

regulations would permit beer and 
wine companies to sponsor radio 
programs in provinces where laws 
permit the advertising of beer and 
wine.

During a program it is 
permissable to mention only that the 
program is sponsored by the brewing 
company or wine company. Any 
advertising of beer and wine pro- 
ducts is prohibited.

agricultural industry.” 

Saving Quoted 

He said Saskatchewan this year 
‘had shipped 3,000,000 bushels of 
/grain through Churchill at a net 
over-all saving of four cents a bush- 
el, compared to shipments over the 
regular eastern route. 

Mr. Dryden said the application 
of the Railways Association of Ca- 
nada for the increase “is viewed 
in Manitoba with great disappoint- 
ment and not a little alarm.” 

He said that at a time when ev- 
ery effort was being expended to 
fight the threatened spiral of in- 
flation, announcement of the ap- 
plication was “more than surprising. 
Freight rates represent part of a 
service which enters directly into 
the cost of living, and as such is 
a matter of concern to the con- 
sumer as well as the shipper.” 

Common Ground Sought 

British Columbia seeks common 
ground with the other provinces on 
railway problems, said Mr, Carson. 

“There are some freight rates we 
would like to see reduced, A general 
increase of 30 percent would be 
entirely’ uncalled for,” he said. 

The coast province was primarily 
interested m the removal of the 
“mountain differential,” Mr. Car- 
son commented. If equality in rates 
could be obtained in that respect, 
then it would be possible to, look 
into further measures regarded as 
necassary.

The interior ministry said returns 
of Sunday's election for the na- 
tional assembly showed this party 
lineup:

The cabinet decision to resign 
raised the question of whether 
Georges Bidault, president, premier 
and foreign minister, would be 
asked, and agree, to continue in 
office until January when the par- 
liament is to be fully constituted. 
The alternative is for the president 
of the national assembly to name 
someone else to form a transitory 
cabinet. 

The French must vote again Nov. 
24 for the second house of parlia- 
ment, the council of the republic. 
Voters of continental France will 
choose 200 of the 315 members 
through a system of selecting elec- 
tors on a municipal and cantonal 
basis. 

The national assembly will pick 
50 additional members, with the 
seats divided according to strength 
in the assembly. Another 14 will 
be chosen in North Africa and 5 
others in other parts of the empire.

OTTAWA, (CP)—No expectation 
}of any change in controls over 
j rentals and evictions was held out 
}Monday by Donald Gordon, prices 
board chairman, as he spoke in

Hirohito Linked 
With War Plans 


TOKYO, (AP)—Japan decided on 
July 2, 1941, that she was ready 
to fight the United States and Bri- 
tain, her navy began rehearsing 
that same month for its Pearl Har- 
bor attack and Emperor Hirohito 
“believed he would win,” said docu- 
ments read to the international war 
crimes court, 

It was the nearest approach to 
date to a direct linking of Hirohito 
with Japan's war plans, 

The emperor's optimisim lasted 
less than a day, according to the 
diary of a defendant, Koichi Kido, 
former lord keeper of the privy seal. 
The diary noted the imperial op- 
timism on July 31, 1941, but added 
that after an interview with Ad- 
miral Osami Nagano that same day, 
Hirohito was “filled with anxiety

VANCOUVER. Declaring it

j @hat a national coal policy be evolv-

N. E, Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines for Alberta, Wednesday urged 
the Vancouver Board of Trade and 
j the Canadian Institute of Mining 
;and Metallugy to recommend such 
la policy “to Ottawa. 

Mr, ‘Tanner said the ministers otf 

mines of the various provinces had 
| joined each year for the past three 
in asking the federal government to 
take immediate action toward ¢s- 
| tablishing a national coal policy but 
that nothing had been done, 

Coal for Canada 

The national coal policy should 
| support the slogan, “Canadian coal 
for Canadians,” the minister declar- 
ed. He spoke at a luncheon in honor 
of delegates to the annual conven- 


tion of the institute given by the 
| Vancouver Boad of Trade. 
An agreement with the US 


whereby the coal could move freely 
} across the border would be most 
| desirable, the minister added. 

| Referring to Alberta's coal pro- 
duction, Mr. Tanner said that in 
| Spite of @ shortage of labor and 
} equipment, Alberta mines in 1945 
‘ produced a record 7,000,000 tons of 
| coal. “This year, to the end of Sep- 
tember, we have exceeded the out- 
put of the corresponding period last 
year by nearly a million tons,” he 
added. 


Oil Output Grows 

Dealing with oil production = in 
Alberta, Mr. Tanner said that dur- 
}ing the past three months the Lloyd- 

minster field had been enlarged 

substantially with production in- 
creased from 4,000 barrels in Janu- 
ary to 10,000 barrels in September, 

“The big problem in this field has 
been the finding of markets for the 
heavy crude production, The only 
, market for this crude has been the 
railway but plans have been com- 
| pleted for the construction of an 
asphalt plant which will open up a 
big new market.” 

Outlining the search for oil in 
Alberta, the minister said 114 wells 
had been drilled this year with nine 
rigs engaged in the wildcat develop- 
ment. 


Production Delayed 

Mr. Tanner said some materials 
needed for completion of the gov- 
ernment’s experimental pilot plant 
at Bitumont, north of McMurray 
on the Athabaska river, will not be 
available until late in 1947. As a re- 
sult, actual production at the site 
is not expected until sometime in 
| 1948. 

| The salt plant at McMurray is 
| producing 3,000 tons of salt each 
| month and with new salt discover- 
ies in other sections of the province, 
‘this industry is expected to gain new 
impetus soon, Mr. Tanner declared. 
Salt has been discovered at Wain- 
wright, Vermilion, Provost and Elk 
Point with a thickness of bed rang- 
ing from 300 to 400 feet. “The de- 
posit at Elk Point is of particular 
interest,” the minister added.

It is well that the statement of United 
States policy in the matter followed promptly | 
on the proposal of the Russian delegate, 
Armament reduction is so eagerly longed for 
by people in every country that it would be 
easy to start a wave of premature antici- 
pation that reduction is just around the cor- 
ner. Nothing but harm—perhaps in the end 
tragedy—could come from such an outburst 
of clamor for immediate action. Russia has 
| proposed armament reduction to nominal 
proportions ; then why doesn’t the Assembly 
| close with the offer and bring this to pass? 
That was the instinctive reaction of the 
man on the street. 
But the matter is not just as simple 
as that. If there is to be reduction it will 
| have to be universal reduction, carried out 
by every country possessing any considerable | 
military power. The scale of reduction will 
have to be in proportion, else the net result 
would be to leave some nations more heavily 
armed than others in relation to population, 
the extent of interests involved, and strategic 
location. All must reduce in corresponding 
| degree, or the outcome would be a dangerous | 

state of unbalance. 


For the same reasons, reduction will have 


to be concurrent, All will have to reduce at 
the same time, in keeping with a set scale. | 
There just can’t be any other kind of agreed | 
scaling downward.

It would be a mistake to accept 


all this talk about reducing arma- 


ments as a sign that we are now 
on the road to perpetual peace. 
Much as I would like to believe 
that the nations of the world have 
finally decided that war is a stupid 
way of settling arguments I recall 
that it was the reduction of their 
armaments by the big powers in 
the late twenties and early thirties 
which paved the way for World 
War If, Even though they were de- 
nied a navy and air force and their 
army was limited to 100,000 men 
Germany did a pretty fair job of 
getting ready to put Hitler's plans 
into effect, 

It may be possible to avoid a 
fight by refusing to “put up your 
dukes,” but it is not a very sound 
way of preventing yotrself from 
being kicked around, One of the 
best ways to avoid a fight is to 
have a reputation of being a tough 
guy to tangle with, Then the ag- 
gressor will do a lot of thinking 
before he starts.

This is the only way to curb reckless 
driving. So long as punishment falls only 
after a mishap has occurred, the devil-may- 
care driver will go on taking chances—with 
other people’s lives and automobiles. What 
has to be put into his head is that law is law, 
always and everywhere, not only when there 
happens to be.a policeman around or when 
it suits his fancy. 


Income Taxes 

Speaking at Toronto, Mr. Ilsley pointed 
out that at the beginning of next year 500,000 
people in Canada will cease to pay income 
taxes, as the result of changes announced 
in his last budget. Also that personal in- 
come taxation will be reduced 37 per cent 
below the wartime level. 

He also said that the income tax must 
continue to be the main feature of our post- 
war taxation system ,which seems more than 
probable. Both because it brings in the 
money and because it is aimed to collect ac- 
cording to the “ability to pay.” 


This being the case, the thorough-going 
overhaul of the income tax law and regulat- | 


ions which the Minister promised in his bud- 
get speech is more than otherwise import- 
ant. The nearer the tax can be made to 
work in practice as it was intended to work, 
the better. And the “ability to pay” is one 
basic point to which parliament should give 
close attention. 

The wage-earner and the salary-earner 
certainly pay according to their incomes; 


their employers have to report how much is | 


put into their pay envelopes, with heavy pen- 
alties for not reporting accurately. Corpor- 
ations seem to be tied down by law and re- 
gulations tightly enough that they cannot 


escape. But the police have found instances | 


in which men in other classes have evaded 
paying for years, by methods which other 
men in the same classes were equally able to 
use to avoid paying. 

These instances have been numerous 


enough to show where there are loop-holes | 
which need closing, either in the Act or in | 
the departmental rules. It is the business | 


of parliament to try to plug these loop-holes, 
so that all will really have to pay according 
to their “ability.” 

On paper no tax could be fairer than a 
tax on incomes. But how willingly the public 
accept this as a permanent feature of our 
taxation system will depend upon how nearly 
the tax comes to hitting everybody’s taxable 
income in reality, and in proper proportion, 
Tax-dodging will have to be made as nearly 
impossible as can be, Else income taxation 
will neither be just nor permanently popular.

So, while the record was not yet 
perfect, the motor makers, along 
about June 1, were no longer dodg- 
ing down allies to avoid customers

The first blow to auto produc- 
tion was the closing of the Chrys- 
ler plant at Windsor.

wages and other demands, Then, on 
June 23, 10,000 rubber workers 
struck for higher wages, 


THE RUBBER STRIKE closed 
all but one of Canada’s tire plants. 
The one remaining in operation 
Dunlop, cannot begin to fill the de- 
mand, In Windsor, cars are stand- 
ing in long rows waiting for tires. 
Some have actually been delivered 
to dealers without tires.

WASHINGTON, (AP)—Repara- 
tions Commissioner Edwin W. 
Pauley disclosed Tuesday the Unit- 
ed States is determined to begin 
early in December the task of de- 
ciding how to divide reparations 
from Japan—even without Russia's 
participation. 

Mr. Pauley told reporters at the 
White House after conferring with 
President Truman that the United 
States government had invited 
countries claiming reparations from 
the Japanese to discuss the prob- 
lein in Washington at that time 

A spokesman for Mr. Pauley 
Said later that while the commis- 
stoner labelled the talks as a “con- 
ference,” he was referring to the 
‘consultations” the United States 
had proposed on reparations to the 
Sar East commission last week, 

Irked by Russia's refus: 
cept an invitation to a specific re- 
parations conference, the United 
tates government now has asked 
the 11 powers on the commission, 
which includes Canada, to “consult” 
with it in preparing an interim 
directive for Gen. MacArthur tell- 
ing him now to divide the initial 
15 to 20 percent of Japanese assets 

After drawing up this directive 
to Gen, MacArthur, the United 
States intends to submit it to the 
Far East commission for review. 
There it intends to oppose any 
Russian effort to prevent Gen, 
MacArthur from carryiny out the 
program,

Decca Navigator Company of London, 


THE DEVISE tells the pilot ex- 
actly how! far he is from his 
destination, his exact ground speed 
end how far ahead or behind sched. 
ule the plane is, according to chief 
engineer Dudley H, Toller-Bond 

Under this system, a plane can fly 
for example, from Washington to 
New York on a “track” almost as 
accurate as if it were on a railroad 
track. Deviations of as much as 
1% feet are instantly recorded on 
the pilot's instrument panel, 

The“ track control unit” operates 
through the sending of constant rad- 
io signals from three stations which 
ere picked up by a 30-pound unit 
installed in the plane, The extreme 
degree of accuracy permits laying 
ct dozens of “tracks” between two 
points, 

THE SYSTEM does not operate, 
however, after the plane reaches 
the airport, The pilot must depend 
on existing types of equipment to 
cet his plane down onto the runway 
Aviation observers pointed out 
that, while the system would be 
excellent for inter-city operations, 
it still would not solve the trouble- 
some problem of “stacking” of 
planes waiting to land over big 
cerial centres such as New York's 
La Guardia field in bad weather. 

The decca unit was used with 
great success by British minesweep- 
ers on D-Day.
